2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 
1-3, 5-8, 10, 12, 15-18, 20-27 are allowed because the prior art fails to disclose 
or suggest an apparatus for occluding a blood vessel having a severed end and 
a lumen extending therefrom with a longitudinal axis wherein the apparatus 
comprises in combination of an insertion and a plug as claimed. Specifically, a 
plug having plurality of spokes as claimed and a tapered outer surface and a 
large diameter section of the plug together define a continuous occluding surface 
that occludes blood flow through the lumen of the blood vessel. 

Purdy and Mebin-Uddin fail to disclose a plug with a continuous occluding 
surface. In order to incorporate an insertion device in view of Mebin-Uddin, the 
Purdy's plug would have a through hole thus there would not be a continuous 
occluding surface. 



All references cited in the PTO-892 attached herewith fail to disclose or 
suggest a plug including a plurality of spokes.
